The new St. Patrick's church at Wil- 


liamstown was used Sunday for the first 
time and the services were largely at- 
tended. Solemn bigU masa was celebrated 
at 10.30 a. m., the celebrant being Rev. 
Charles E. Burke of this city, with Rev. 
George Flyun of this city, deacon and 
Rev J. J, Fallon, the pastor, sub-deacon, 
At 7 o'clock in the evening a vesper ser- 
vice was held. Special music was ar- 
ranged for the day by Mr. Murray, the 
organist and choir director, and the choir 
was assisted by ainffera from this city and 
Troy. 


The church IB a handsome and commo- 


dious structure and one of which the 
pariah may reasonably feel proud. Itia 
built of brick, with marble trimmings 
from the Adams quarry, and the archi- 
tecture, though plain, is pleasicg. The 
building stands on Southworth avenue, 
It hai no spire, but is surmounted by a 
shapely tower. The interior is handsomely 
finished in natural wood, the pews and 
folding kneeling benches being ot oak. 
The pews will seat 444 people and the gal- 
lery has n seating capacity of 125. The 
church is lighted by gas and the futures 
are wired for electric lights, but e eotric 
lamps have not been put in. The chan- 
deliers, instead of being suspended from 
the ceiling, are supported by bras>B rods 
rising from the floor, a style that is now 
common in the Large cities. 


The windows are all of stained glass 


and several of them are memorial win- 


The central window over the 


sanctuary represents "The Crucifixion" 
aud is the gift of the children of Michael 
and Mary Welch, in memory of their par- 
ents. At the right of thia is "The Ascen- 
sion," and at the left "The Resurrection," 
both windows being the gift of the city 
girls. There are two other windows m 
the sanctuary, one representing the im- 
plements of torture in the sufferings of 
Christ and the other a pelican feeding 
her young.
